A terminal disclaimer and the appropriate fee are being filed herewith, in compliance 
with 37 C.F.R. § 1.321(b) and (c), to obviate the obviousness-type double patenting rejection, 
thereby expediting prosecution of the above-referenced application and avoiding further expense 
and time delay. The filing of a terminal disclaimer in the above-referenced application should 
not be construed as acquiescence in the propriety of the obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection.
